West German Chan cello r Willy 
Bran dt to day o p en a su mmit 
co n feren ce ex p ected to p ro du ce 
wo rds to match the weather bu t 
n o dramatic dev elo p men ts. 
With U.S.-German relatio n s 
v ery co rdial an d wo rld eco n o m­ 
ic ten sio n s eased, the Bran dt- 
Nix o n talk s are said by o fficials 
fro m bo th co u n tries to be fo ­ 
cu sed o n ex chan gin g v iews o n 
gen eral, glo bal matters. 


Nix o n an d Bran dt p lan to 
meet this aftern o o n an d at a 
p riv ate din n er to n ight, while 
Secretary o f State William P. 
Ro gers co n fers with his Ger­ 
man co u n terp art, Fo reign Min ­ 
ister Walter Scheel. 
The talk s o n all lev els p ri­ 
marily will be ex chan ges o f 
v iews o f East West relatio n s.

Statue of Liberty holdout ends 


NEW YORK (AP) — Six teen 
a ntiwa r v etera ns bo wed to a 
federa l o rder to da y a nd o pened 
the do o rs o f the Sta tue o f Liber­ 
ty a fter ho lding the na tio na l 
mo nument since Sunda y night. 
The v etera ns wa lked o ut o f 
the pedesta l a fter their la wy ers 
bro ught wo rd to Liberty Isla nd 
that J udge La wrence W. Pierce 
had ba rred further o ccupa tio n 
o f the sta tue, which the gro up 
seized to dra ma tize their o ppo ­ 
sitio n to co ntinued fighting in 
Vietna m. 


Pierce’s decisio n ca me a fter 
go v ernment la wy ers a rgued 
tha t they co uld no t “ ba rga in 
a wa y the right o f o ther peo ple 
to v isit the sta tue,” which they 
ca lled “ a sy mbo l fo r ma nkind.” 
The go v ernment a lso co n­ 
tended tha t da ma ge po ssibly 
wa s being do ne to the sta tue 
beca use the v etera ns 
ha v e 
ga ined a ccess to lo cked pa rts o f 
the 305 -fo o t-high mo nument. 
“ Since they ha v e no key s, we 
ca n o nly surmise they ga ined 
a ccess by kno cking do wn the 


do o rs o r so me o ther way ,” said 
Asst. U.S. Atty . Alan B. Mo rri­ 
so n . 


A lawy er fo r the v eteran s 
co u n tered, ho wev er, that he 
talk ed with the gro u p Mo n day 
an d was assu red that the go v ­ 
ern men t’s su rmise that damage 
was o ccu rrin g “is witho u t fo u n ­ 
datio n .” 


A fu ll hearin g o n a mo tio n fo r 
an in ju n ctio n was schedu led fo r 
Jan . 5. 


The gro u p rejected Mo n day 
ev en in g a go v ern men t co m­ 
p ro mise o ffer that wo u ld hav e 
reo p en ed the histo ric mo n u ­ 
men t to sightseers while allo w­ 
in g the v eteran s to remain o n 
Liberty Islan d an d co n tin u e 
their p ro test. 
Fly in g an American flag u p ­ 
side do wn as a sy mbo l o f dis­ 
tress, the v eteran s reiterated 
their p o sitio n that they wo u ld 
n o t leav e u n til their deman d 
that the p ro test be p u blicized to 
U.S. tro o p s was met.

Yet ta x pa y ing co nsumers get less info rma tio n o n the 
la rgest item o f their fa mily budget tha n o n a ny o ther 
item: The co st o f go v ernment.

aST y ea r, America ns spent a bo ut $130 billio n o n 
fo o d; $4 0 billio n o n clo thing; $35 billio n o n new ca rs, a nd 
o v er $130 billio n o n go v ernment. Yet they were giv en less 
info rma tio n o n wha t they were getting fo r their ta x do l­ 
la rs tha n when they bo ught the la test bra nd o f deter­ 
gents. 
Prio r to the wa ge-price freeze, much publicity wa s 
giv en to infla tio na ry price increa ses. There wa s frequent 
pressure o n businessmen to refra in fro m pa ssing o n in­ 
crea sed co sts to co nsumers in the fo rm o f increa sed 
prices, plus ca lls fo r grea ter efficiency in the priv a te sec­ 
to r. 


HOWEVER, Co mmerce Depa rtment da ta indica tes 
tha t the co st to the co nsumer o f purcha sing the go o ds a nd 
serv ices tha t go v ernment pro v ides ha s risen a t a co nsid­ 
era bly fa ster ra te tha n a ny o ther item in the fa mily 
budget. 
Fo r ex a mple, between 19 5 8 a nd 19 70, the prices o f fo o d 
a nd bev era ges went up 2 8 .2 per cent; furniture, 2 9 .6 per 
cent; a uto mo biles, 7.9 per cent. 
At the sa me time, the co st o f go v ernment increa sed 
by 5 7.3 per cent a nd in 19 69 -70 ro se mo re tha n 5 0 per cent 
fa ster tha n perso na l co nsumptio n items. 


I t wo uld seem tha t this new co nsumer mo v ement 
tha t requires kno wledge o f the full co st o f fina nce 
cha rges o f priv a te purcha ses o ught a lso to a pply to wha t 
co nsumers get fro m go v ernment. A co st estima te o f a ny 
new go v ernment pro gra m sho wing ho w much ta x pa y ers 
will ha v e to pa y o r ho w they will fina nce the new pro ­ 
gra m wo uld pro v e to so me tha t the go v ernment do es no t 
ha v e the a bility to pro v ide a ny go o ds o r serv ices witho ut 
co st. 
Peo ple must begin to understa nd tha t so meo ne must 
wo rk to pro duce a nd pa y fo r the go o ds a nd serv ices the 
go v ernment pro v ides just a s they must wo rk to pro duce 
a nd pa y fo r go o ds the priv a te secto r pro v ides.

I 
hav e y et to see the majo r n ews me­

Labor's halo 
is slipping

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Labo r 
has a p ro blem. Its image has been 
slip p in g. There is a go o d d eal less 
gen eral p u blic sy mp athy fo r its 
behav io r than there u sed to be. 
The d o ck strikes hav e been a real 
irritan t this y ear. Strikes by p u blic 
serv ice emp lo y es in so me o f the big 
cities hav e stirred wid esp read 
imp atien ce. So me u rban affairs 
ex p erts d ecry these sto p p ages as a 
majo r co n tribu to r to the cities’ 
fin an cial miseries. 
Pin ched fo r jo bs, o rgan ized labo r 
has aban d o n ed its lo n gtime ad ­ 
v o cacy o f free trad e in fav o r o f re­ 
strictio n s o n imp o rts in to the Un ited 
States. Yet labo r o fficials hav e n o t 
mad e o u t a p ersu asiv e case. The 
reco rd in d icates that ex p o rts create 
jo bs bu t that imp o rts d o n o t cu t them 
back sev erely . 
To the ex ten t that there may be 
an imp ro v ed U.S. trad e balan ce in 
1972 an d thereafter, with p o ssibly 
better d o mestic jo b p ro sp ects, it is 
ex p ected to be the resu lt o f cu rren cy 
realign m en t—n o t imp o rt restric­ 
tio n s. 
Fu rthermo re, the n ews chan n els 
hav e been aliv e with believ able 
fo recasts that o u r d ev lu atio n o f the 
d o llar, tho u gh d eemed n ecessary to 
av o id so me kin d o f trad e d isaster, 
will strike hard at U.S. co n su mers. 
Hereafter, they will either hav e to 
p ay mo re d o llars fo r d esired imp o rts 
o r bu y mo re co stly bu t less d esired 
d o mestic su bstitu tes. 
It has n o t escap ed the p u blic’s 
atten tio n that labo r’s recen t clamo r 
again st imp o rts had largely ign o red 
the co n seq u en ces to the co n su mer. 
In d eed , the gen eral p u blic has a 
stro n g imp ressio n these d ay s that 
labo r is lo n g o n d eman d s an d sho rt 
o n giv in g so methin g in retu rn . 
In labo r lead ers’ rheto ric, at least 
that p art o f it which reaches the 
p u blic ear, there is little if an y talk 
abo u t imp ro v in g the p ro d u ctiv ity o f 


American in d u stry . This co u n try ’s 
rate o f in crease in in d u strial ef­ 
ficien cy lo n g o u t-d id all its riv als. It 
d o esn ’t an y mo re. 
The Jap an ese an d so me Western 
Eu ro p ean n atio n s are o u tstrip p in g 
u s in p ro d u ctiv ity . That, an d the 
high q u ality o f their p ro d u cts, ex ­ 
p lain s mo re than an y thin g why they 
hav e been sellin g so well in the U.S. 
market. 
Co mmen ts o n e sp ecialist in in ­ 
tern atio n al eco n o mics: 
“ While these co u n tries are 
gettin g mo re efficien t an d wo rkin g 
hard er, so me o f o u r p eo p le are 
argu in g abo u t ho w to get mo re 
leisu re time.” 
As if all this were n o t en o u gh, 
labo r’s p o litical clo u t in 1972 co u ld 
be so mewhat d imin ished . 
It still will hav e p len ty o f mo n ey 
to p o u r in to the p resid en tial an d 
o ther camp aign s. Its o rgan izatio n al 
mu scle also remain s p o ten t. In 1968 
its fu n d s an d field effo rts were 
heav ily resp o n sible fo r brin gin g 
Sen . Hu bert Hu mp hrey in to a clo se 
fin ish with Presid en t Nix o n . 
Bu t Demo cratic p arty refo rms 
will make it co n sid erably mo re 
d ifficu lt fo r labo r to win d elegate 
seats at the 1972 n atio n al co n v en tio n . 
Co mp etitio n fo r tho se sp o ts is ex ­ 
p ected to be greatly in creased . 
In ad d itio n , 
as a resu lt o f 
sweep in g p rimary law chan ges, 
man y mo re d elegates will go to 
Miami fo rmally bo u n d to v o te fo r 
p articu lar p resid en tial can d id ates. 
Labo r’s ho p es fo r a “labo r blo c” o f 
d elegates fro m man y states to cast 
key in flu en ce at the co n v en tio n lo o k 
v ery thin at this mo men t. Delegates 
will be less in d ep en d en t. So , while 
labo r’s weight co n tin u es to be 
imp ressiv e, its v o ice may n o t carry 
so far in 1972. Perhap s it is ju st as 
well, sin ce the thin gs it has been 
say in g an d d o in g lately hav e d o n e it 
mo re harm than go o d .

A Ho u se Co mmerce su bco mmit­ 
tee will ho ld hearin gs in to the fu n d ­ 
in g o f the Pu blic Bro ad castin g Co r­ 
p o ratio n amid st mo u n tin g co n tro ­ 
v ersy o v er the way PBC is sp en d in g 
the tax p ay ers’ d o llar, an d ev id en ce 
the White Ho u se is v ery u n hap p y 
with PBC. 
The hearin gs were sched u led fo r 
late Jan u ary after rev elatio n s that 
Pu blic Bro ad castin g p aid so me o f its 
talen t (an d ex ecu tiv es) ex tremely 
high salaries, co mp arable to tho se 
earn ed by the stars o f the co mmer­ 
cial n etwo rks. Bill Mo y ers, Presi­ 
d en t Jo hn so n ’s fo rmer p ress secre­ 
tary , is p aid $75 ,000 y early , fo r in ­ 
stan ce, an d fo rmer NBC co rre­ 
sp o n d en t San d o r Van o cu r earn s 
$8 5 ,000 y early . 


The White Ho u se was o u traged 
earlier this fall when Van o cu r was 
hired ; aid es mad e n o secret o f their 
feelin g that he may be to o biased to 
rep o rt Rep u blican activ ities fairly . 
Van o cu r is wid ely reco gn ized as 
sy mp athetic to the Ken n ed y family 
an d is p u blicly id en tified with the ef­ 
fo rt to stir u p a bo o m fo r Sen . Ed ­ 
ward Ken en d y o n the flo o r o f the 
1968 Demo cratic Natio n al Co n v en ­ 
tio n . 
The Van o cu r ep iso d e has fu eled 
White Ho u se in terest in d isman tlin g 
the co rp o ratio n an d fu n d in g lo cal 
p u blic bro ad castin g statio n s d irect­ 
ly . Clay Whitehead , d irecto r o f thp 
White Ho u se o ffice o f teleco mmu n i­ 
catio n s, has d en o u n ced the cu rren t 
sy stem as “a fo u rth n atio n al n et­ 
wo rk.” Whitehead charged that PBC 
an d the Fo rd Fo u n d atio n , which has 
giv en $174 millio n in gran ts an d 
p ro jects to Pu blic Bro ad castin g, 
hav e to o mu ch co n tro l o v er the co n ­ 
ten t o f what go es o n the air in the 
sy stem. The White Ho u se has been 
su sp icio u s o f the Fo rd Fo u n d atio n ’s 
p o litical attitu d e ev er sin ce it ex ­ 
ten d ed gran ts o f $25 ,000 an d mo re to 
n in e aid es o f the late Sen . Ro bert 
Ken n ed y “to help them ad ju st to p ri­ 
v ate life” after Ken n ed y ’s d eath, bu t 
refu sed to giv e similar assistan ce to 


the aid es o f an o ther sen ato r who 
d ied . 
Thu s far Whitehead has giv en n o 
in d icatio n whether the White Ho u se 
will su bmit a bill to rev ise the fi­ 
n an cin g sy stem, testify at the hear­ 
in g o r simp ly ign o re the p ro ceed in g. 
Co n gress, ho wev er, is su fficien tly 
aware o f White Ho u se sen timen t 
abo u t Pu blic Bro ad castin g that an ­ 
o ther o n e-y ear au tho rizatio n ex ten ­ 
sio n is the best PBC o fficials realis­ 
tically ex p ect to win . The cu rren t 
o n e-y ear au tho rizatio n ex p ires at 
the en d o f the fiscal y ear in Ju n e. 
The su bco mmittee alread y has 
three p ro p o sals fo r fu n d in g PBC, 
an d may co n sid er o thers. On e p lan 
p ro v id es $500 millio n o v er a fiv e- 
y ear p erio d ; an o ther p ro v id es $75 0 
millio n o v er fiv e y ears. A third p lan 
merely calls fo r a 1973 au tho rizatio n 
at the same lev el as the 1972 gran t— 
$35 millio n , co n tin gen t p artly o n 
matchin g gran t p ro v isio n s. 
What PBC o fficials had o rigin ally 
ho p ed fo r was a p erman en t au tho ri­ 
zatio n fro m Co n gress, which they 
co n ten d is n ecessary to stabilize the 
Pu blic Bro ad castin g sy stem an d 
free it fro m p o litical p ressu res. They 
realize, ho wev er, that White Ho u se 
o p p o sitio n an d the cu rren t salary 
co n tro v ery wo u ld make su ch a d e­ 
v elo p men t highly u n likely . In p ast 
y ears, PBC p ressed fo r a sp ecial ex ­ 
cise tax to establish a metho d o f p er­ 
man en t fin an cin g, bu t o fficials hav e 
temp o rarily aban d o n ed that id ea, 
reco gn izin g n ew tax es are d ifficu lt 
in an electio n y ear. 
Sin ce the Pu blic Bro ad castin g 
Co rp o ratio n was established in 1967, 
the sy stem has co st the tax p ay ers 
$87 millio n d irectly , p lu s $32 millio n 
fro m the Dep artmen t o f Health, Ed ­ 
u catio n an d Welfare fo r statio n 
eq u ip men t assistan ce. There are 
n o w 208 TV statio n s an d 100 q u ali­ 
fied rad io statio n s in the sy stem. 
The Ho u se su bco mmittee will 
lo o k n o t o n ly in to bro ad q u estio n s o f 
fu n d in g bu t in to the p ro blems o f sal­ 
aries an d p o ssible bias.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
gov ernment’s list of leading 
economic 
indicators, 
which 
tend 
to 
foreshadow 
future 
mov ements in the economy , 
showed a slight gain in Nov em­ 
ber, the Commerce Department 
said today . 
The index of leading business 
indicators adv anced by two- 
tenths of one per cent after a 
strong 1.1 per cent increase in 
October. 
The report gav e no ev idence 
the economy is ready to swing 
into a sharply ex pansionist 
stage as predicted by the Nix on 
administration. 
But a Commerce Department 
economist, Asst. Secretary H ar­ 
old C. Passer, said the slight 
gain last month continues the 
increase in the indicators that 
has been under way for more 
than a y ear. 
“Thus, the leading indicators 
continue to point toward further 
economic ex jransion 
in 
the 
months ahead,” Passer said. 
Of the eight indicators av ail­ 
able in Nov ember, fiv e were up 
and three were down, with the 
strongest gains recorded in the 
length of the av erage work 
week and new factory orders 
for durable goods. 
The increase brought the 
composite index of leading in­ 
dicators to 128 .5 per cent of the 
1967 base y ear. 
The sharpest decline came in 
the indicator for housing per­ 
mits, which dropped 9 .7 per 
cent after a 14.4 jrer cent in­ 
crease in October. 
Other 
indicators 
showing 
gains were those for initial 
claims for unemploy ment insur­ 
ance, the price-labor cost ratio, 
and contracts and orders for 
plants and eq uipment. 
Besides building permits, in­ 
dicators for industrial m ate­ 
rials prices and stock prices 
dropped in Nov ember, the de­ 
partm ent said. 
Prices of common stocks ac­ 
tually dropped 4.6 per cent, ac­ 


cording to the report, after a 
2.1 per cent decline in October. 
The index of leading in­ 
dicators has increased by more 
than 13 per cent in the last 12 
months, Passer said. The index 
has recorded increases in 11 of 
the past 13 months. 
The slow adv ance in Nov em­ 
ber, howev er, gav e the Nix on 
administration little to boast 
about. The administration has 
predicted the economy will 
soon begin to mov e into a fas­ 
ter stage. 
Earlier, new balance of trade 
figures indicated the United 
States is v irtually assured of its 
first trade deficit in almost a 
century . 
Ev en though the $227.2 mil­ 
lion deficit for Nov ember was a 
sharp improv ement ov er the 
$8 21.4 million record figure for 
October, it’s not enough to off­ 
set an 11-month trend of more 
imports than ex jrorts. 
Last month’s statistics re­ 
leased by the Commerce De­ 
partm ent Monday put the U.S. 
trade deficit at $1.7 billion for 
the first 11 months of 1971. That 
makes it nearly impossible for 
December’s figures to prev ent 
the first annual deficit since 
18 93. 
The department said the No­ 
v ember figure was influenced 
by dock strikes on the East and 
West coasts, but that it “does 
not hav e adeq uate information 
to enable it to specifically 
m easure the influence of the 
strikes on the statistics.” 
The bureau said ex ports to­ 
taled $3.16 billion in Nov ember 
while imports totaled $3.39 bil­ 
lion.

at Rochelle okayed 
by price board 


RO CH ELLE- Rochelle City 
Council members were told 
Monday ev ening, by Commis­ 
sioner Francis J. Connolly that 
the federal price commission 
has allowed a 10 per cent city 
electricity rate hike retroactiv e 
to Dec. 1, and that future in­ 
creases are likely . 
The council approv ed the in­ 
crease last summer but, before 
it could take effect, the nation­ 
wide price-wage freeze was in­ 
stituted Aug. 14. 
According to John Polencic, 
city comptroller, the rate hike 
will probably mean an increase 
of about four cents per day to 
the av erage residential user. 
Ly le Brady , Rochelle City 
Utilities Superintendent, said 
residential users will feel the 
effects of the increase in Febru­ 
ary while commercial users 
will notice the raise in January . 
Connolly announced the city 
must change a proposed north- 
south runway location at the 
Rochelle Airport because of the 
East-West Tollway ex tension. 
This is necessary so the city can 
q ualify for further state and 
federal funding of airport proj­ 
ects. One-half of the cost for the 
lay out plan will be paid by the 


federal gov ernment. The city is 
due about $1,8 00 in rebates from 
the state for past improv e­ 
ments at the airport. 
An engineering agreement 
was okay ed with Willett, Hof­ 
mann and Associates, Dix on, 
for a max imum of $5,000, to 
prepare a certified lay out plan 
for improv ements at the air­ 
port.

Sandy Oringer, who wo rked 
as a pro fessio nal mo del a few 
y ears back, is head make-up 
artist fo r the firm. She trains 
the y o ung wo men who act as 
salesgirls and make-up ex perts 
in the sto re. 
On a recent Wednesday 
mo rning Sandy stro de into the 
sho p, a black cap perched o n her 
streaked blo nd hair, her care­ 
fully made-up face resembling 
Kim No v ak’s. She went straight 
to a make-up table at the back 
o f the sto re, where she held 
co urt fo r sev eral ho urs, making 
up custo mers as they came in. 
Peo ple seldo m co me into the 
sho p just to bro wse. There is al­ 
way s so meo ne apply ing make­ 
up to a custo mer and v isito rs 
are inv ited to watch o r get 
themselv es made up. There is 
no o bligatio n to buy . 
Sandy is strictly no -no nsense 
in her appro ach to make-up. 
“ Sit do wn,” she instructs a 
custo mer, po inting to a lo w 
chair beside the high sto o l she 
sits o n. “ Put y o ur arm here,” 
she say s, po inting to her thigh, 
“ and ho ld the mirro r like so .” 
Befo re Sandy applies any 
co smetics, she first remo v es 
the make-up the custo mer 
came in with. Strawberry 
cleanser, a pink creamy lo tio n, 
is applied with co tto n to take 
make-up 
o ff. 
Grapefruit 
astringent remo v es bo th the 
residue o f lo tio n and ex cess 
dirt. Lemo n mo isturizer pre­ 
pares skin tex ture fo r make-up. 
“ I like to start with a clean 
canv as,” Sandy ex plains. 
Fo undatio n go es o n first. 
Then she applies highlighter to 
the ey e area. 
“ I use two basic shapes 
aro und the ey es,” she said. 
“ The first is a spread-eagle V 
that starts fro m the bridge o f 
the no se and ex tends in either 
directio n o v er the ey ebro ws.

The o ther is an inv erted L- 
shape that starts fro m either 
side o f the no se and ex tends to 
the under-ey e area. The high­ 
lighting lightens and accentu­ 
ates the area aro und the ey e.” 
Nex t, Sandy applies cheek 
tint. Then, she co lo rs ey elids 
lightly with shado w. To giv e the 
ey e a finished lo o k, she lightly 
brushes ey ebro ws so they lo o k 
feathery . Then she adds mas­ 
cara, “ back-co mbing” lashes 
to make them thicker as she ap­ 
plies it. To “ back-co mb,” sim­ 
ply start fro m the o utside o f the 
lash and wo rk in. Do the same 
fo r the lo wer lashes. Wait a few 
minutes to let it dry , then reap­ 
ply mascara. 
Sandy is a firm believ er in 
ex perimentatio n with make-up.

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Carefree knits 
flatter figures

The new knits are the great­ 
est. Frankly slinky , beautifully 
co o rdinated, 
imaginativ ely 
sty led and co lo red, imfailingly 
flattering and abso lutely care­ 
free. —What mo re can o ne ask 
fro m a piece o f fabric? 
Only that it be easy to sew . . . 
and we hav e a handful o f tip6 
fo r y o u to day to make y o ur knit- 
stitching go as smo o thly and 
sleekly as the fabric y o u are 
wo rking o n. Remember that 
these light, supple knits tend to 
cling to the figure, so select 
sty les that make the mo st o f 
y o ur go o d po ints—and o bscure 
y o ur less-attractiv e o nes. 
Any pattern marked “ espe­ 
cially fo r knits” will wo rk up 
nicely . So will sty les with bias 
ro ll co llars and slim lines. 
Many o f these fabrics are tubu­ 
lar, so watch o ut fo r fo ld lines. 
Do preliminary pattern alter­ 
atio ns carefully . Do y o ur cut­ 
ting o n the flo o r so the fabric 
can’t get stretched by hanging 
o v er the edge o f a table. If the 


fabric is ex ceptio nally hard to 
co ntro l pin it to tissue paper be­ 
fo re lay ing the pattern o n it. Cut 
no tches o utward and mark with 
tailo r s tacks. 
The sleek sy nthetic knits, like 
the o nes sho wn to day , sho uld be 
stitched with ny lo n o r silk 
thread, and a size 11 ball po int 
needle. Newer sewing ma­ 
chines hav e a special stretch 
stitch, but a regular fine zigzag 
will acco mmo date the stretch 
in the fabric nearly as well. 
There’s ev en an o v eredge 
stretch stitch, which allo ws y o u 
to finish the seam edge as y o u 
stitch it. Often y o u wo n’t need 
any seam finish at all, since 
these materials do no t rav el. 
Press seams lightly with a 
warm iro n, and remember that 
with slinky knits undersewing 
is a lo t better than o v ersewing. 
These new materials hav e 
been specially dev elo ped fo r 
easy sewing—so giv e them easy 
sty les, an easy o utlo o k, and y o u 
can turn o ut a wardro be o f 
slinky knits in halftime.

HAVANA (A P) - Next week 
Cuba will enter the 14th year of 
unchallenged rule by Fidel Cas­ 
tro. 
Since he came to power Jan. 
1, 1959, he has antagonized 
scores of governments, under­ 
cut the Monroe Doctrine, be­ 
come a hero or villain to m il­ 
lions around the world, trig­ 
gered a massive exodus of 
compatriots and retained a 
charisma among friends and 
foes seldom matched by con­ 
temporary politicans. 
Many believe Castro easily 
could have won an election in 
the course of these years, but 
the Cuban strongman doesn’t 
like that idea. He has chosen to 
run the country as a self-styled 
redeemer of what he 
has 
termed “ the blights of the 
past.” 
The basic question is: Has 
his rule benefited his coun­ 
trymen? 
There is no easy answer, but 
for many Castroism undoubt­ 
edly has meant ascent from the 
direst poverty to at least the 
foundations of a promised bet­ 
ter tomorrow. The Cuban’s life 
is regimented, but he has the 
right to a guaranteed job, free 
health service and other social 
improvements which formerly 
gathered dust in the law books 
or did not exist at all. 
In Havana—I was not allowed 
to travel to other cities—Cu­ 
bans told me they no longer 
spend a penny on health serv­ 
ices, including full maternity 
treatment from the first month 
of pregnancy to postdelivery at­ 
tention. 
Drugs are dispensed free. 
From kindergarten through 
university schooling is free, in-

eluding textbooks and mate­ 
rials. All schooling, of course, 
includes considerable doses of 
political indoctrination. That 
means communism. 
Illiteracy, it is claimed, has 
been stamped out through a 
widespread campaign. 
Many rural workers formerly 
found work only during the 
short winter cane-cutting sea­ 
son. Now they are offered year- 
round 
employment. 
Indeed, 
work is compulsory, and those 
shirking a job may find them­ 
selves in work camps. 
In the cities, the regime of­ 
fers free adult education, espe­ 
cially 
stressing 
technical 
courses. These courses are en­ 
couraged because the exous of 
Cuban 
technocrats 
to 
the 


United States mainland, Puerto 
Rico, Venezuela and elsewhere 
drained Cuban know-how al­ 
most to the bottom of the bar­ 
rel. 
Those Cubans in urban areas 
may live in their own homes or 
rent from a state enterprise 
that acts as a huge landlord. 
Rents are incredibly low by 
Western standards: 10 per cent 
of the tenant’s salary. On the 
other hand, the tenant may not 
be able to live in the building 
he wants. Maintenance is vir­ 
tually nonexistent. 
I was in homes where bro­ 
ken-down stoves, refrigerators, 
elevators, pipes and flaking 
paint were taken for granted. 
There are hundreds of free 
public telephones in Havana. 


Children enjoy free summer 
camps. Pensions are paid regu­ 
larly. There is no admission 
charge at sports events. 
The average wage-earner I 
have met during two weeks^ in 
Havana did not seem to make 
more than an average of 250 
pesos a month. The peso is, 
theoretically, on a par with the 
dollar, although one can risk 
selling a dollar for 25 pesos on 
the black market. 
However, with low rents and 
rationed foods, there is not 
much the Cuban can do with 
left-over pesos. This has en­ 
couraged an active black mar­ 


ket in foods and hard goods. 
The over-all domestic result 
of Castro’s rule has been an in­ 
verted sense of values. If Cas­ 
tro was unable—despite mas­ 
sive Russian help—to raise the 
standard of living, he did, at 
least, erode it to a certain com­ 
mon denominator. 
The few who once belonged to 
the well-to-do class and have 
chosen to remain in Cuba be­ 


moan the loss of comforts. But 
those who had not attained 
middle-class level in the Cuba 
of the late ’50s, or had failed in 
their efforts to rise, derive sat­ 
isfaction from the fact that 
they are just as rich—or poor— 
as the great majority of their 
countrymen. 
“Now we all eat the same 
food,” a man told me as we 
discussed rationing.

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Your Christmas tree is for the birds 


:

’ Your “ has-been” Christmas 
tree can have further winter 
use by Illinois’ wildlife. First— 
for the birds. And second—for 
the rabbits. 
! For a backyard bird sanctu­ 
ary, stick the tree in a snow­ 
bank—if you have one. Other­ 
wise, support it some other 
way so that it w ill stand upright, 
fhen redecorate it in a way to 
please the birds. 
I Suet balls can be hung to re­ 
place the traditional Christmas 
balls. And if you have strung 
cranberries or popcorn in the 
(¿d-time Christmas manner, 
those can be left right on the 
tree. They make good food for 
the birds during the barren 
winter months. 
* You can also wedge small 
wooden platforms among the 
tranches of the tree and use 
them for feeding stations. 
Sprinkle bread crumbs or sun­ 


flower seeds on these, and 
you’ll have many a bird stop­ 
ping by for a meal. Besides, the 
needled branches will serve as 
a shelter for birds, whether 
they stop for a meal or just to 
warm up. 
As for the bunny cottontails, 
all they ’11 seek from a left-over 
Christmas tree is shelter. But 
several trees stacked together 
at the edge of a timber will 
make an ideal haven for these 
small rabbits. 
So don’t let that tree go up in 
smoke. Keep it around for win­ 
ter shelter and feeding stations 
for the wildlife of Illinois. 


One of the holiday happen­ 
ings you don’t look forward to is 
the dripping wax on a favorite 
table cloth or runner from the 
traditional Christmas candles. 
The method for removal is an 
old one, but has proven to be 
about as effective as any—even 
on today’s modern fabrics. 


Start out with the ice treat­ 
ment. Just rub an ice cube over 
the area to solidify every bit of 
the soft wax. Then you can easi­ 
ly scrape or chip off most of the 
drippings just with your finger­ 
nail or a knife. 
But there’s usually some of 
the wax that’s penetrated too 
deep into the fabric to remove 
this way. For that, you’ll need 
to reheat the wax and try blot­ 
ting it out. Put a piece of white 
paper toweling on top and un­ 
derneath the fabric and iron 
over the spot, moving the pa­ 
pers each time you take up the 
iron. This should soak up most 
of the remaining wax. 
If there’s still color stain left 
from the candle, then use a 
grease solvent to remove this. 
This may seem like a long 
process to remove just a simple 
little candle drip. But if these 
steps are followed, at least you 
can be pretty certain that your 
table cloth will be saved—spot - 


less—for further use. 


After you’ve put in the last 
stitch on that Christmas gift, 
your sewing machine deserves 
a thorough cleaning. 
And that doesn’t mean aonce- 
over-lightly with a dust cloth. It 
means getting out the ma­ 
chine’s instruction manual and 
following faithfully the 1-2-3’s 
given there for cleaning and oil­ 
ing. 
Use a sm all soft-bristled 
brush to stir out the lint or fluff 
that’s 
been 
accumulating 
around the feed dog and under 
the throat plate. And a soft dry 
cloth is all that’s necessary for 
cleaning the tension discs plus 
all the guides and levers on the 
face and arm of the machine. 
After cleaning, use one drop 
of sewing machine oil in the 
places shown in your instruc­ 
tion book. Most sewing ma­ 
chines have tiny oil holes here 
and there on the machine head, 


but checking the instruction 
book will assure you that you’ve 
found all of them. 
Cleaning on the bottom of the 
machine needs to be done only 
about once a year. For this, 
you’ll need to disconnect the 
machine and tilt it back or lay 
it on its back. Some machines 
have a bottom cover which 
needs to be taken off. And us­ 
ually that’s quite a simple job- 
just by loosening a screw, this 
cover drops off. Again, brush 
away any lint that may be 
trapped in there and put a drop 
of oil on any moving part of the 
machine. 
That’s all there is to giving 
your sewing machine a post­ 
holiday cleaning. And if you’ve 
done much Christmas sewing, 
it no doubt needs this done. But 
before you start resewing, run 
the machine back and forth 
over several scraps of fabric to 
work out the extra oil. And then 
you’re ready to start. 


Hog production 
is profitable

Hog production adjusts as 
market prices of hogs increase 
and decline, says R. P. Kesler, 
University of Illinois agricul­ 
tural economist. 
Kesler notes hog production 
has been a profitable enterprise 
for Midwest farmers. Illinois 
farm records show that the hog 
enterprise has returned an 
average of $124 per litter above 
the ocst of feed for the past ten 
years. With non-feed costs 
estimated at $105 per litter, this 
leaves an estimated margin for 
profit and risk of $19 per litter. 
He says returns above feed 
cost have varied from $55 per 
litter in 1963 to $217 in 1969. The 
wide fluctuation in returns in­ 
fluences the hog producer’s 
ability to meet family living 
expenses, cash operating costs 
and long-term debt commit­ 
ments. 
The percentage of inputs 
purchased off-the-farm for hog 
production has continued to 
increase with the need to with­ 
draw cash from the business for 
increased family living ex­ 
penses. 
These changes intensify the 
fin a n c ia l 
m anagem ent 
problems of hog producers and 
increase their concern with 
varying returns to the hog 
enterprise. 
The modern hog cycle is the 
natural consequence of: (1) the 
biology of swine, (2) the 
psychology of farmers, (3) the 


time required for facility con­ 
struction, and (4) the competi­ 
tive nature of our typical indus­ 
tries. 
Hog enterprise returns tend 
to be favorable for two or three 
vears and then drop close to or 
below the cost of production for 
one or two years. 
Many economists and famers 
have argued that if the price of 
corn was stabilized, it would 
tend to stabilize hog prodcution 
and hog prices. However, with 
relatively stable corn prices 
during the past decade, he 
notes, the cyclical pattern of 
hog production has continued. 
Many have suggested that 
hog producers adjust produc­ 
tion in response to profits or 
losses from hogs more than 
they respond to the conven­ 
tional hog-corn price ratio.

nois scientists are using that 
approach. They have come up 
with soy-whey milk, made from 
soybeans and cottage cheese 
whey. It is not only a valuable 
dietary protein source, but it al­ 
so helps eliminate pollution by 
using a food-processing resi­ 
due. 
The milk, which tastes some­ 
thing like egg-nog or a vanilla 
milk shake depending on whom 
you talk to, is a combination of 
whole soybeans and cottage 
cheese whey, neither consid­ 
ered edible until now. 
Most people who have tasted 
it, including Sen. Charles Percy 
at a recent Conference on Envi­ 
ronmental Quality, described it 
as being “quite tasty.” 
It was developed by members 
of the University of Illinois’ De­ 
partment of Food Science, un­ 
der the direction of Marvin- 
Steinberg, University of Illinois 
food scientist. 


“ We’re very excited about 
the milk as a new food,” Stein­ 
berg says. “ But it is also con­ 
verting a liability—a waste pro­ 
duct costly to dispose of—into 
an asset and conserving an im­ 
portant nutritional resource. 
“ That is, waste materials 
such as cheese whey really 
have a negative value. We 
spend money to get rid of 
them.” 
The new milk brings together 
two formerly unpalatable sub­ 
stances—soybeans which hu­ 
mans formerly would not eat in 
unaltered form because of an 
obnoxious taste, and whey, a 
by-product of the cheese indus­ 
try which can present a serious 
pollution problem. 
About 22 billion pounds of 
whey are produced in the U.S. 
each year. The dairy industry 
has to spend millions of dollars 
to get rid of about half of it. 
Whey is mostly water and this 


makes it expensive to dry. The 
dry matter contains much milk 
sugar, lots of B vitamins and a 
small amount of high-quality 
protein, but the flavor is obnox­ 
ious. 
Soybeans have been used 
mainly for animal feed or as an 
oil source. Most people, howev­ 
er, will not eat soybean meal, 
because of the bad taste often 
referred to as beany or painty. 
The enzyme causing this flavor 
can be eliminated by boiling the 
whole bean before it is broken. 
The result is a pleasant, bland 
nut-like flavored bean, and by 
mixing it with whey, we have a 
pleasant tasting beverage. 
Many food companies are 
now studying the milk for possi­ 
ble commercial development. 
As a grocery store item, it 
would have to be kept refriger­ 
ated, but would keep longer 
than other dairy products. Ac­ 
tual cost of ingredients is esti­ 


mated to be under 10 cents per 
gallon. 
In a world where protein defi­ 
ciency is a real problem to 
many people, soy-whey milk 
could make a real contribution.

If o n e is lo sin g 
mo re b lo o d cells fro m b leedin g 
than he can p ro du ce, then an e­ 
mia o ccu rs. 
An o ther way is destru ctio n o f 
the red b lo o d cells within the 
b o dy . This is so metimes related 
to an o v eractiv e sp leen de­ 
stro y in g to o man y red b lo o d 
cells. This is called “hemo ly tic 
an em ia.” Becau se the red 
b lo o d cells co n tain the iro n p ig ­ 
men t, hemo g lo b in , to carry 
o x y g en , su ch destru ctio n can 
cau se jau n dice. A p erso n who 
has b een v ery in activ e an d su d­ 
den ly b eco mes p hy sically ac­ 
tiv e may destro y a larg e n u m­ 
b er o f red b lo o d cells in itially . 
So me p o iso n s can also de­ 
stro y red b lo o d cells. Ab n o r­ 
malities in the red b lo o d cells 
can cau se them to b e su scep ti­ 
b le to su dden destru ctio n . On e 
o f these, sickle cell an emia, o c­ 
cu rs in p eo p le o f African de­ 
scen t an d an an emia crisis can 
o ccu r when they are ex p o sed to 
hig h altitu de, b ecau se o f lack o f 
o x y g en . 
An emias can also b e cau sed 
b y deficien cies. Pern icio u s 
an emia is o n e ex amp le. Dietary 
deficien cies, o r deficien cies o f 
g lan d fu n ctio n , like the thy ro id 
g lan d, can cau se an emia. The 
mo st p o p u lar deficien cy , o f 
co u rse, is iro n deficien cy an e­ 


mia. These p eo p le hav e p len ty 
o f red b lo o d cells, b u t the cells 
do n ’t co n tain en o u g h iro n an d 
hen ce can ’t carry o x y g en effi­ 
cien tly . A co mmo n cau se o f 
iro n deficien cy is ex cessiv e 
men stru al b lo o d lo ss witho u t 
en o u g h iro n in the diet. The 
b o dy may b e ab le to man u fac­ 
tu re en o u g h b lo o d cell rep lace­ 
men ts, b u t ru n s o u t o f iro n fo r 
the n ew cells. 
Fin ally there are the an emias 
cau sed b y failu re o f the b o dy to 
p ro du ce the n o rmal amo u n ts o f 
b lo o d cells. This may o ccu r if 
the b o n e marro w is damag ed, 
b y to x in s, ev en medicin es o r 
ju st q u its o n its o wn . 
An emia cau ses few sy mp ­ 
to ms, dep en din g o n ho w sev ere 
it is. Fatig fte an d weakn ess is a 
co mmo n sy mp to m. In ad­ 
v an ced an emias n o rmal b rain 
fu n ctio n is imp aired b ecau se o f 
lack o f o x y g en fo r the b rain . 
In adv an ced an emias the 
heart has to wo rk harder b e­ 
cau se each u n it o f b lo o d co n ­ 
tain s less o x y g en . This can 
cau se a v airety o f heart p ro b ­ 
lems. If the p erso n has co ro ­ 
n ary artery disease, it can ev en 
p ro du ce an g in al chest p ain , 
which can b e reliev ed if the 
an emia is co rrected. Sin ce 
co ro n ary artery disease is 
mo re co mmo n in o lder p eo p le, 
an an emia can b e mo re serio u s 
in this ag e g ro u p . In p eo p le with 
n o rmal hearts, adv an ced an e­ 
mia can cau se heart mu rmu rs 
an d ev en heart failu re. These 
to o can b e co rrected b y co rrect­ 
in g the an emia. 
Thu s what seems to b e a sim­ 
p le an emia can affect the who le 
b o dy an d in o ther in stan ces, 
like p ern icio u s an emia, it is 
o n ly o n e man ifestatio n o f so me­ 
thin g wro n g with the who le 
b o dy .

Soviet 
steps up 
its aid 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
State Department study reports 
that the Soviet Union stepped 
up its arms-aid commitments 
to 
non-Communist 
countries 
sharply last year while Red 
China became the largest Com­ 
munist pledger of economic 
aid. 
The survey by the State De­ 
partment’s intelligence and re­ 
search bureau on Communist 
aid and trade with developing 
countries in 1970 dealt with 
pledges which can vary widely 
from year to year. 
Actual aid deliveries tend to 
run lower than the amounts 
pledged and to fluctuate from 
one year to the next. 
The study estimated that less 
than half of $11 billion in Com­ 
munist 
economic 
assistance 
pledged to less-developed coun­ 
tries from 1954 through 1970 has 
been delivered. It said Commu­ 
nist 
arms-aid 
deliveries 
to 
these countries lag less than 
the economic. 
According to the report: 
—Russia’s new pledges of 
arms assistance to non-Commu­ 
nist developing countries last 
year came to $800 million, the 
largest total since 1964, with 
most of this going to Egypt. Pe­ 
king pledged little or no mili­ 
tary deliveries to these coun­ 
tries. 
—Of the total Communist 
pledges of $1.1 billion in new 
economic aid in 1970, Red 
China committed the lion’s 
share with $709 million—nearly 
as much as China’s entire pre­ 
vious economic aid since 1956. 
—Moscow’s new economic-as­ 
sistance pledges to non-Commu- 
nist lands in 1970 dropped to 
$204 million, one-third of its 
previous year’s $662 million and 
its smallest annual rate since 
1962.

Red China. 
The State Department report 
ascribed Red China’s new ven­ 
ture into large-scale foreign 
economic aid to a “ bid for a

years. 
The prime item in the Chi­ 
nese aid program was $400 mil­ 
lion pledged to Tanzania and 
Zambia to help build the Tan-

railroad. 
Peking

pledged $100 million to Paki­ 
stan. 
The report’s aid figures do 
not include the large amounts 
devoted by Communist coun­ 
tries to other Communist states 
such as North Vietnam and 
Cuba.
